the leading stock paper of the West, 
after a personal inspection of tha coun- 
try: 


It waa the good fortune of the writer 


to have the pleasure of making a some- 
what extended tour of the Hainboldt 
Y alley, in Nevada, a short time since, 
and from our notes, tiikou from the 
standpoint of a practical cattleman, the 
following article will be made up, 
The 


region iu question is possessed of most 


WONDERFUL liESOTJRCES 


And a detailed description of each vale 
and mountain slope would be interesting 
reading. 
But the spuce allotted to 


newspaper articles forbids nioro tbau u 
geneial glnuce at the country and a 
summary of its favorable conditions. 
It 


is a 


(JA.TTLE COUNTEY 


In the fullest meaning of the phrase. 
The giftn of nature aie diversified in 
character and scattered from pole to 
pole. Yet when each is viewed from a 
proper point of observation the fitness 
of all nature's handiwork in readily rec- 
ognized. The " covpumu, " when he un- 
derstands the situation in the Humboldt 
country, at oiice declares that there was 
ii o mistake made iu fashioning it for the 
home of the finest specimens of the 
bovine race. 


The valley proper begins near the 


famous 


IIC7MBOLDT WELLS, 


Say twenty-five miles westof the eastern 
boundary of the State of Nevada, and 
bears a little south of west for a distance 
of about three hundred miles. It varies 
in width from a narrow canyon of a few 
yards to a 


BROAD OPEN PLAIN1 


Of fifteen miles. The soil is almost nui- 
versally rich in productive qualities, 
when properly controlled, hue at the 
same time exceedingly varied 111 appear- 
ance and natural conditions. There are 
the " meadows," as the settlers call the 
low, first bottoms, covered with tall, 
green grass. The second bottom, gen- 
erally having a growth of small enge- 
brush and some alkali; the third bot- 
tom, or very gentle slopes, with larger 
sagebrush and grease wood, and the 
rolling table lauds and low ridges cov- 
ered in like manner with a rich green 


Many of the meadows produce a 


NATIVE OLOYEB 


In connection with the coarser grasses 
that is possessed of all the nutritive qnai- 
ities of the best varieties of the culti- 
vated clovers. One and a half to two 
and u half tons of choice hay to the aore 
is the average crop from these lands. 


In some localities the higher bottoms, 


and especially along the bordering foot- 
hills, produce very fine hay, but as a 
rule there is not sufficient grass to jus- 
tify mowing. Scattered all among the 
sagebrush, however, is a very considera- 
ble quantity of what is known as 


BCJNCH GBA&S, 


Probably the richest in nutritious ele- 
ments of any of the grasses. 


Bordering the valley on either side 


are high mountains extending for its 
entire distance, save where cut by the 
outlet of the 


H0NDBBDS OP SPAEKLING STEBAM3 


Thut flow into the Humboldt river. The 
Humboldt is a very respectable river iu 
size, with low banks and sufficient cur- 
rent to keep the water pure. 
This 


stream ia fed and made up by the fol- 
lowing named tributaries from 
the 


north, beginning near the village of 
Wells: 
Bishop's creek, fifteen miles 


long; Burnt creek, twenty odd miles in 
length; Mary's river, or as Home call it, 
the North Humboldt, fifty miles in length 
with two score or more of tributary 
streams: North Fork, fifteen miles; Twin 
creel: and numerous branches; Jackson 
creek, tea miles long; Susie creek, thirty 
miles long; Muggie creek, thirty or forty 
miles long, with numerous branches; 
Bob's creek, ten miles long; Roger's 
creek, with half a dozen branches; Bock 
oreek, heading away north in the O vy- 
hee bluffs and flowing south about fifty 
miles with a multitude of small streams 
tributary; 
Kelley creek, 
twenty-five 


miles long, with various branches; Little 
Humboldt river, thirty odd miles in 
length, watering the celebrate cl'Paradiao 
Valley. 


Besides these there are many short 


and small streams that have not been 
raised to the dignity of a, name. Bor- 
dering all of these streams are 


FINE VAJjlEY AND BOTTOM LANDS 


Similar in character to those above de- 
scribed. 


On the south side of the river, begin- 


ning near the same starling point as be- 
fore, Wells, there ore six running streams 
from three to ten miles in length iu a 


distance of fifteen miles. Then comes 
Bender creek, six miles long. Again 
there aru sis or seven creeks in the next 
eight miles, all of them 


LIVING STEA3I3 


Three to five miles long. Then comes 
Lambill oreek, twenty miles long with 
half a dozen branches near its source in 
the foot hills of the mountains. Four 
miles below Lnmoille creek empties, 
having run about fifteen miles from the 
mountains. 


The South Fork of the Humboldt is 


th« next, with a length of over fifty 
miles and many tributary streams. Pass- 
ing one or two short creeks we arrive at 
the mouth of Pine creek, having a length 
of twenty-five or thirty milas and many 
small feeders. 


For tha next thirty-five miles there 


are no streams of any size running into 
the Humboldt, but the valley is gener- 
ally wide and 


NUMEROUS LABGE &PEINGS 


Are found near the foot hills which af- 
ford an abuuduuce of stock water, but 
sink in the soil before reaching the river. 


Reese river flows into tha Hamboldt 


near Battl& Mountain, having a length 
of si^ty odd miles with a wide valley 
border for a large portion of the distance. 
West of tbia point are Pole creek, White 
Sage, Stiuta Rosa, Clear creek, Dun 
Glen croek, Star oreek, Coyote and sev- 
eral nameless ones. This carries us to 


UtTMBOLDT LAKE, 


The first of a seriea of lakes into which 
the viators of the Iluaiboldt river flow 
aud from which they are absorbed by 
the eaith and drank up by evaporation. 
The elevation of this basin ia 2,900 feet, 
the lowest spot in the valley, and the 
Summer's heat is sufficient to cause 
rapid evaporation of the accumulated 
waters from above. 
Originally there 


were very extensive natural meadows 
surrounding this lake and the yield of 
grass was something astonishing. Twenty 
odd years ago a stone dam was con- 
structed across the mouth, or outlet of 
this lake whence the surplus waters es- 
caped into a second basin or lake a few 
miles to the south. The dam was made 
to secure a water power for mining 
operations in the vicinity, aud the result 
was the overflow of these natural mead- 
ows. Later the settlers in the valley 
above, upon whose claims the pent up 
waters accumulated, became disgusted 
and under cover of the night blew up 
the dam. There was an ama of 


EIGHTY THOUSAND ACRES 


Of good Innd overflowed by the back- 
water, and as one-half of that belongs 
to the railroad corporation, the repair of 
the data was enjoined by the company. 
Tho subsidence of the water has bton 
slow for the reason that the break in 
the dam was small. 
But another year 


will see the original tract dry land 
again, thns largely adding to the value 
of this section as a range. In fact this 
entire basin is one of the 


EICHEST SPOTS IN THE STATE, 


And when rightly operated will ho the 
grandest alfalfa field on earth, having a 
producing capacity of hundreds of thou- 
sands of tons of hay annually. 


West of Humboldt lake we cross a low 


divide and enter the valley of the 
Truckee river. The railroad follows 
this stream for about fotty miles. The 
Truckee Meadows are the most noted of 
any iu the State and ranch improve- 
ments are constantly being ma.1e. 
In 


the vicinity of Reno theio wns cut and 
fed out to cattle last year not less th'in 
fifteen thousand tons of ulfaltn, besides 
a large quantity of native meadow hay. 
Twelve thousand head of beef steers 
were ripened on hny for the markets, 
some fed bat u few weeks, and others 
three to five mouths. 


As illustrating the importance of the 


utilization of the hay hinds of this great 
region, Eeno mny be pointed to. It is 
the most thriving town in the State aud 
shows all the signs of a li?e, growing 
and exceedingly prosperous little city. 
The reason is the development of the 
hay lands round about aud the concen- 
tration there of an active and intelligent 
population recognizing the benefits to 
flow from using what nature has be- 
stowed upon them with so lavish a 
hand. 
Reno's prosperity may be dupli- 


cated in a dozen other plaoeq in ihe 
State by the simple process of develop- 
ing the resources at command. North 
of the Truckee river is a large range 
country very well covered with grass, 
but somewhat deficient in water supply 
iu the central pait. Spanish Springs 
valley affords some water but not enough 
to justify n heavy stocking oi the range. 
The Truokee river on the south and 
Pyramid lake on the north nffoid an 
abundance of water for those portions, 
and bj constructing a ditch trom the 
Truckee, near Wads worth, the central 
part of the district may be amply pro- 
vided for, thus making this a snleudid 
cattle country. 


The (Jarson river rises in Alpine 


county, California, and flows east into 
Carsou lake, having u course nearly 
parallel with the Central Pacific railroad 
for sixty miles east. There are very 
considerable areas of 


GOOD GBAZING L\ND 


Between this stream and the railroad 
and some good meadows aud alfalfa 
flats easily reduced to cultivation. 


Tbws it is seen that the Humboldt 


Valley, including the territory adjacent 
on cither side, is one of the 


BEST WATEBBD SECTIONS 


In all the arid regions of the United 
States. Along the margins of each ol 


these small streams and adjacent to the 
main Humboldt river are thousands 
upon thousands of acres of level land 
that can easily be irrigated by construct- 
ing ditches from the streams ol flowing 
water. AH of tke tributary streams 
may be turned out onto the valleys at 
small expense, because the banks are 
low and the necessary dams mny be 
cheaply constructed. There is sufficient 
•water in these side creeks, if a)l utilized, 
to irrigate a large per cent, of the avail- 
able bottom lundi contiguous hereto. 
And the aggregate of these lands runs 
away up into the hundreds of thousands 
of acres. 


The Humboldt itself is, comparatively 


speaking, easily handled. Dams can 
be put in so as to remain and ditches 
be made to carry all of its waters out 
over the level lands on either side. 


The question of producing grass by 


iriigalion on these lands is not a new 
one—it has baen fully and satisfactorily 
demonstrated. In many places the nat- 
ural grass has been doubled and quad- 
rupled in quantity by flooding a couple 
ol times at the proper season so that

Are yearly cut. In many other places 
alfalfa has been seeded and by proper 
irrigation three crops a year secured, 
aggregating in yield from four to six 
tons of hay to the aore. 


No crop can be made without irriga- 


tion; but all of the level lands, save a 
few alkali flats, possess a rich soil that 
seems to have been peculi,uly£tted for 
the growth of alfalfa and other hay 
plants. These valley lands are now 


THE WINTER EANGES 


For the ranchmen's herds. 
Bordering 


them are the mountains, rising oue 
above the other for miles aud miles in 
the distance. These are whitened by 
the deep snowfall in Winter and covered 
with bunch grass iu the Summer. With 
the early spring comes the green grass 
on the warm ridges of the low foothills 
and the cattle resort thither for their 
daily feed. 
Day by day as the sun 


rises more to the north the snow disap- 
pears from points farther and farther up 
the mountain sides, and with its disap- 
pearance comes the grass until the line 
of sterility is reached, which is many 
feet above the level of the valley. 


The cattle follow up this new grass 


with eagerness and hove the benefit of 
the tender growth of n sufficient length 
of time to cleunsB the system and purify 
the blood in readiness for the 


BAPID TAKING ON OF PAT 


Later, as the sun euros the grass and fills 
it with sugar and starch. 


Under the present system of running 


cattle in these parts they range on the 
hills and mountains in summer, getting 
exceedingly fat on the nutritious bunch 
grass by winter. With the first snowfall 
on the mountains in the Autumn, or if 
the snowfall is late, driven by thirst on 
account of the water supply giving out, 
the cattle gradually drift down the 
mountain slopes to the low ridge and 
thence into the valley. In the valley 
there is 


NOT MITCH SNOW, 


And the range having been unused dur- 
ing Summer there is generally good feed. 


Adjacent to the hills is found a growth 


of white sage that is very fattening und 
of which cattle are lond. Should au un- 
usual i.tnouut of snow be precipitated 
this sage remains uncovered and thns 
bridges over the storm period. 


Of course the per cent, of grass land 


and white snge in the valleys is small in 
comparison to tha area of mountain nnd 
hillside, and as a consequence much 
more stock cnu be uiugpcl in Summer 
than can be provided with suitable Win- 
ter range. 
The tendency, therefore, 


under the present system is to overstock 
in given districts. But this disposition 
is being rapidly overcome, or rather, 
this danger is being lessened by the 
growing habit among ranchmen to cat 
all of the grass on their natural meadows 
and by irrigation produce an increased 
amount of feed with which to carry 
over the cows and weaker animals. 


Eight here is where the

As a stock country is most plainly seen. 
A curefal study of the ground and the 
water supply ccnvmces the writer that 
if properly utilized thure is sufficient 
water ia the Humboldt river and the 
hundreds of small streams that empty 
into it, to irrigate such a per cout of the 
rich bottom lauds as would supply an 
abundance of hiy to

months. 


This, os & matter of course, would 


cost a good deal of money and require 
considerable time for its accomplishment. 
But it is eminently practicable, and 
later on we will endeavor to show that 
such a course would be profitable. 


A study of the above figures will dem- 


onstrate to the intelligent cattle grower 
that the climate is all that could be de- 
sired. The marked absence of moisture 
in Winter time is a cause for special 
thanksgiving on the part of those who 
own cattle on the ranges aud a sure in- 
dication to the investigator that the 
Winter mortality will be light. 


All kinds of stock can endure extreme 


cold if the air is only dry. But as the 
figures show theie is 


BABELY EXTBEJtE COLD. 


Occasionally there is a Winter when 
mercury drops below the point above 


indicated, but residents say that 1885 
was a fair average. 


Another fortunate feature of the cli- 


mate is the 


MARKED ABSKNOH 


Of Spring storms. These are the dread 
of stockmen in all ranged countries, for 
after the hardships of a long Winter 
•took is easily discouraged by the cold 
rains of the Spring time. And when an 
animal loses its courage, all the same as 
a man who has "lost his crip," ii, might 
well be marked off the books. 


These observations, or records, were 


taken in the valley nnd of course do not 
apply to the mountains. • There 
the 


snow fulls to a considerable depth every 
Winter and remains on the ground for 
weeks and months, so that there is al- 
ways an abundant growth of grass cover- 
ing them in the Summer. 


The absence of rain in the Summer 


causes the valley grass to «o thoroughly 
cure that by Winter time it is iu the 
finest possible condition for 


GIVING COMFORT 


And nutrition to tho herds. And a rain 
fall in the late Autumn sufficient to neu- 
tralize or overcome the hard, cured con- 
dition of the grass is a thing unheard of 
in the history of the country. 


The absence of damp, raw weather iu 


Winter and the rare occurrence of cold, 
wet storms in Spring insure two very 
important things to the man who has his 
money invested in cattle—first a small 
annual loss and second a very

ranges demonstrates that th<-< actual loss 
is not above four per cent, a yeur and 
that the increase is fully as large as 111 
the host portion of Texas or any of the 
other Southern range countries." 


The temperature in Winter ia suffi- 


ciently low to give all animals a strong, 
healthy appetite, yet not sufficiently 
cold to prevent their remaining in un 
active condition, ready to rusfle for a 
living. Tha Winter temperature is the 
main cause of beef steers that are hay- 
fed laying on fut BO rapidly, They are 


ALWAYS IIUNGRY, 


Yet never suffer from the cold. Hence 
they feed continually and no large pait 
of the food goes to keep up the unimal 
heat like it does in tho States bordering 
and east of the Missouii river. 


When the alfalfa fluids have increased 


to their full capacity in this region, ns 
they surely will m time, this valley will 
become world-famous as a Winter feed- 
ing ground for beef cattle. The

it the natural feeding district for the 
country west of the Sierra Nevadas and 
the great plains country away to the 
southward.

It only remains for those who 
are to occupy it to develop the resources 
within their easy reach to make the 
country the most distinguished of any 
in the great interior as a permanent und

Still, with this wonderful extension of 
the business into new fields, and the 
saving of every she animal of the bovine 
race for breeding purposes, the increase 
of population has been so rapid and 
continuous that we have not been able 
to keep up our beef supply.

Where is this supply to come from? 


There is no more unoccupied country. 
As a general proposition the country is 
full of cattle. 
With our population 


doubled, the demand for beef will be 
doubled.

REDUCTION WORKS. 


llcno Assured of Redaction TVerlts 


Within a Very »'ew months. 


A private letter from Mr. J. 3. Carter, 


who was recently sent out here by 
some Eastern capitalists to investigate 
the practicability of establishing Reduc- 
tion Works here, and who partly affect- 
ed a purchase of the Samuel Brown 
property, commonly known as the En- 
glish Mil', states that the capitalists 
that he represented are perfectly satis- 
fied Jwith his report, and that he will 
arrive here on the 1st of August to con- 
clude the purchase or the Brown prop- 
erty, and at once start to w»rk to got 
tbe property in condition for the reduc- 
tion of ore. 


The English Mill, which this company 


intends to refit, at present consists of Ti 
finely constructed building about 100 by 
140 feet, containing oil tue paraphernalia 
of a first-class twenty stump roasting 
and amalgamating mill, besides a fine 
50 H. P. boiler and a water wheel, ca- 
pable of exerting 300 H. P. with the 
water owned by the ditch. To this mill 
will probably be added three Walker- 
Garter f urnaous, vapor amalgamator and 
a water Jacket smelting furnace of not 
less than 20 tons daily capacity. Thus 
equipped the mill will be ready to work 
about 40 tons of ore daily of any possi- 
ble kind, and degree of baseness. This 
new company will incorporate under the 
laws of New Jersey, and intend to spare 
neither time nor expense to put in 
works that will be capable of reducing 
auy kind of base ore and in large qiian. 
titles, so that Peavine and Pyramid ore 
can be worked at a profit, and tho re- 
sources of our surrounding mineral dis- 
tricts fully developed. As this corpor- 
ation undoubtedly mean business and 
have capital to back it, it does not seem 
exaggerating the future tosay that before 
two years roll by ore will be daily 
shipped to this mill from Pyramid, Pen- 
vine, and the Districts around Washoe 
Lake in larga quantities, and property 
in and around Keuo greatly enhanced 
in value.
